LOW WATER TROUBLES. 


lie HanKlutf Up of «U»mpa ou tl»o 


Car»«n River, Throwing Golil 
Hill Miners Oat of Employment. 


[Enterprise, July22d.j 


The present low stage of water iu the 


Oarson river is causing serious trouble 
both to roiuers and mine owners, par- 
r.ioulurly at Gold Hill. The Crown 
Point Mining Company were last eran- 
ing obliged to discharge fifty men. 
\bout a week ago the Yellow Jacket 
laid off twenty-four men, and ns things 
now look more must soon go; also, 
'Bore may yet be laid off »t the Crown 
Point and Belcher. 
Owing to the low water the mills on 


the river cannot reduce the ore. 
The 


•apacity of the Brunswick mill is 150 
isns per 
twenty-four hours, but at 


present only forty tons can be worked 
n that time. The Meiican mill and 
ill tha other mills have fallen off at the 
•tame ratio. 
It is supposed that the ranchmen up 


he river may be running a good deal of 
vnter out upon waste luads to start lip 
->rass for pasturage or to wash the alkali 
,»t of the soil, aud Samuel L. Jones 
and Williams, of the Mexican mill, will 
o-ilny go up toward the head of the 
,tream and ascertain what can be done 
iowarJ getting all the water that is not 
m actual use on crops. 


At this season very little water can 


be needed for irrigation, and it is hoped 
hat something may be done to aet go- 
ing some of the stamps now idle. It is 
to the interest of tho ranchmen and to 
everybody in the State to keep the mills 
running and the mines full of men. 


No doubt much of the water that 


comes down from the mountains is lost 
by evaporation where the river passes 
throuRb the heated valleys. Even here 
on tha C >mstoek it has been found that 
•i bucket filled with water, and exposed 
to the sun and open air, loses, by actual 
measurement, at the rate of one inch 
per day. It is probable that the rate 
of evaporation down in the valleys is 
much greater, particularly where the 
river spreads out in shallows 
and 


bayous, 
The hanging up of the stamps is bad 


for Gold Hill. Eveu tbe fifty men let 
out last evening is a loss 
to 
the 


town of $200 per day—$1,400 per week. 
Unless it is found that water can be 
turned into the river at some point 
above it will be at least three months 
before we can expect to see the mills 
again in full operation; meantime for 
some two months matttirs will be con- 
stantly 
growing worse. A few big 


reservoirs up in the mountains, upon 
which to draw at this season, are what 
is wanted.

In going down the distance of 100 feel 
it might very easily swing back to the 
west many feet.

crees. Now it is found that this dip of

curried down more vertical, therefore 
ve luny expect that iu going sixty or 
•.rvt-nty feet south it will be found thai 
lie dip found above in the Uuion Con- 
Tiilidated ground has also carried down. 


This, with the widening that appears 


to have taken place to tho west, bhould 
give a great breadth of vein off Soutk in 
Union Consolidate J. The part of the 
vein now being cut across is like the 
bow of a boat, the stern of which lies 
far away to the south. 


The streak of ore that has boon found 


by the crosscut gives an excellent point 
iu which to bturt the proposed drift to 
tbe south. Next week we are liable to 
see livoly tim«s in the north and stocks. 
The drift south will a be poiui of great 
inteiest,

United States Marshall P. S. Corbett, 


of Virginia City, Nevada, wua in town 
yesterday. Pat. used to live in Nevada 
City when the town was young and 
wicked. In 1856 he was a member of 
the police force, and 
although he 


weighed fifty-five pounds less than now, 
tipping the beam at only 135, he was no 
chicken. One day a strapping big brui- 
ser, whose friend he had placed in dur- 
ance vile, stepped up to Pat., on the 
street, said, "Yon 
, if you will 


take that star off and walk outside the 
corporation limits I will lick you HO bad 
that you'll not arrest another mim for 
a long time to come." 
Fat pulled his 


star off, accepted the invitation, and ac- 
companied by several hundred specta- 
tors thu two men went over on the bed- 
rock west of town, and had their fight. 
The policeman broke his heavy-weight 
antagonist "all to pieces" in a few 
rounds, and retired from the field un- 
scarred. From here he went over to the 
Comstock, in 1859. 
He took a turn at 


Meadow Lake daring the excitement in 
that district, but soon found there was 
nothing to be cleaned up there. He 
says if he ever leaves Virginia City for 
good it will be his heart's delight to 
come back to Novuda City, and start 
down the grade of eternity from here.
